Early in Jazz Research many critics and researchers ware of the opinion that 
the little known Jazz bands and orchestras, including Blues singers or vocalists, 
were unimportant because their records didn't Bell well. Many alao calculated 
if an orchestra or vocalist made two or four sides that would conclude further 
investigation, to the point of obscurity., 

Recent recognition by your Hecord Research has proven this very much in error. - 
An orchestra or an artiet doesn't necessarily have to have 3 to 8 pages of listings 
in a diecography to prove greatness. 

In the past a certain attitude especially in regard to discrimination had an 
effect on the distribution of recordings and the stressing of classical music 
and popular, of the 20s - to the late years of that decade, so that the minority 
Jaza by the Negro on the "Race Series" In sales throughout the land were In the 
hundreds instead of the countless thousands of the popular bands of the period. 
It is also true that many a greet white band of the 1920s didn't receive its due 
and suffered lack of prominence - the greater the perfonnencee the more the 
"Sleepers" , 

I'm concerned with Gennett and Champion at present and would hope at this late 
date that comraenta would come forth from the readers of Record Research on the 
following regional -territorial bands and artists. In another installment I will 
present a list of lete 20s Race Blues Artists on Gennett with the intention of 
obtaining information about their contribution to record history.

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Label of the Month: Should anyone start listing the labels which used 
Plaza masters, we'd make a small wager that they'd probably not men- 
tion Lenox (Issue #83) and our selection this time: Shamrock Store! This 
is a glossy black label with label name and all printing in gold. The 
label design, completely lacking in ornamentation, consists of nothing 
more than typographical arrangement. Below the label name 
SHAMROCK STORE (in large caps), the label thoughtfully provides our 
only information about it: 1334 Third Ave. /Between 76th and 77th 
Streets/ New York City. The label's lower half bears the titling, in 
Plaza- style typography. 

Our example ("B" side illustrated) is Shamrock Store 1936. Full 
data: A. Turf Man From Ardee (Haskins-Gagan) (8435- 2)/ B. I Will If 
You Will (Haskins-Gagan) (8434-1). Both sides: Mattie Haskins, Tenor 
Solo, Accomp. by Jim McGrath's Orch. This label is so rarely seen that 
we know of only two other examples: Shamrock Store 1934 and 1935, 
whose catalog numbers immediately precede our specimen. 1934 
couples Varsovienna (1354-2), Irish Folk Dance, and Rights Of Man 
(1352-2), Hornpipe, both by Jim McGrath's Orchestra. These Plaza 
control numbers, of which none appear on the other examples, correspond 
to true Plaza masters 7723 and 7724 respectively. 1935, coupling 
Farewell My Native Irish Home (8433-2) and Bold Robert Emmet (8436-1), 
is another pair of tenor solos by Ma trie Haskins, with accompaniment by 
Jim McGrath's Orch. 

We've found neither any reference to this label in contemporary 
literature nor any trademark data. The records themselves provide our 
only information. 

Both the label name and the known sides seem to make it obvious 
that Irish selections were this label's stock in trade, and that collectors 
would be unlikely to find Shamrock Store items of other kinds. 

The records provide the only way of inferring the label's date, 
which would appear to be circa 1929. Although masters 7723/7724 were 
recorded on Jan. 11, 1928, all four other masters were recorded Jan. 3, 
1929; and the fact that the catalog numbers are consecutive suggests 
the latter year as the more likely date of issue. Presumably a year's 
delay in issuing 7723-7724 wouldn't matter; loyal sons of Erin would 
love them just the same. For the same reason it's possible that even a 
1929 estimate for date of issue is too early; hence the "circa. " 

Since the three Shamrock Store discs we know about are consecutive- 
ly numbered (1934, 1935 and 1936), it is not possible to determine the 
range of catalog issues. Is it a 1000 series? A 1900 series? Even the 
latter would mean 33 or 34 earlier issues! Yet we've heard nothing of 
any other issues. Further information is badly needed. We would wel- 
come any data on other issues on this label or any further facts on the 
label or its owner! 

We recently listed additions and corrections to Dixon & Godrich. 
Here's one we missed. Just acquired a record and went to look it up in 
D & G and it is not there! It is listed in the first Rust (loose leaf version) 
but for those who only have the second Rust and D & G, we will list it 
here: Josephine Byrd - VcL, ace. by Fred Longshaw(p). New York, July 
19, 1928. On Co 14349-D, Take It Away From Here (146747-3)/ 
Mosquito Blues (146748-2). This girl seems to have made only this one 
record but it is a fine effort. Another one- record- only singer is Issie 
Ringgold (Co 1450 9- D) with Cornet & Piano ace. This, too, is a fine 
record which we would advise readers to pick up. 

Now a plea for aid from E. S. (Stan) Turner, P. O. Box 2771, San 
Diego, California 92112. Stan is working on a Gene Autry discography 
and is seeking info on Autry items (alone or with others) on odd labels. 
He needs data on QRS Q-1044 (I'll Be Thinking Of You Little Girl/ 
Living In The Mountains) and would like to know if there are any other 
Autry sides on QRS. He would like master numbers for Q-1044 and would 
like to audition it. So, if someone could tape it for him? If you think 
you could help on the Autry project, please contact Stan.

He told me that be once worked for Kress about 40 years ago 
and he availed himself to records which were free to him. He took all he could get 
We searched his basement and found SO of these records, all on Romeo "Electrical 
Recording" label. Most of the names of singers and orchestras are unknown to me 
but Romeo 166E A aide which is NEVERTHELESS 

ETTING, I was surprised to note that most of the records were hardly ever played 
Any Information about this recording of Nevertheless on Romeo and its namesake on 
Columbia would certainly be appreciated. I certainly would like to contact Ruth

I have been ill all this year or I would write a long letter commenting on many 
things in Issue 92. One thing that puzzles me is why my friend George Kay of 
Washington D.C. should question my statement that Gene Austin sang the vocal refrain 
in the Vocallon records by George Reneau. George says the voice is "thin, high and 
nasal," Well, Gene disguised his voice to sound thin, high and nasal because that 
was the popular conception (baaed on Henry Whit tor' s Okeh record of "The Wreck Of 
The Old 97") of how a hill-billy singer's voice sounded. If George will call on me 
the next time his Red Cross duties call him to Roanoke I'll be glad to play Edison 
discs by Austin and Reneau in which Gene sings exactly the same way. Gene was In 
Roanoke a few months ago and we laughed over the way he sang on those Vocallon 
records.

Arthur, you 
may recall, was a Boston musician who made records in 19B3 (about one dozen) with 
Benny Goodman for Columbif (see p. 333 of Delauney' s Hot Diucog) and also under his 
B side WITBDOT THAT GAL, both by RUTH own name on Vocallon (Art Karlo and His Boys - including Mezzrow, Newton, Chick 

Bullock, Bushkin - 2 records, p. 456 - Delauney). Up to the time of his death he was 
working with Boston society bends such as Jack Mar shard and Herb Sulkin. . Thank you 
Mr. Marshall for your interest in Art Karle... Tncl dentally WILLIAM MARSHALL is a 
musician of some repute. He plays Tenor and trumpet and was a former Tommy Dorsey 
and Jimmy Dorsey trumpet sideweji(1951-B3) . In the last year he has played with hlB 
namesake Billy Marshall, a Meyar Davis Ork lender, in PaJjn Beach. He informs us 
that Billy is quite a veteran, having come originally from Richmond Indiana -singing 
and playing sax on many Gennett records under the name of Ray Ross. We would 
be interested in more about Ray RosatBilly Marshall) . KEN CRAWFORD , the well-known 
record collector and researcher, is the current prez. of that up-and-coming IAJRC 
(International Association of Jazz Record Collectors) which has had their meetings 
in such cities as Toronto, Chicago and Pittsburgh, The ardent pioneering record 
collector JOHN BAKER of Columbus Ohio is the Association' s Vp.

In answer to query of Walter Mitchell, i^sua #86, Del Porter, I assume Is in the 
Nashville Tenn area as he writes an article each month on Naahville Country Artiste 
for Cspitol Record Club Magazino called, "Country Roundup". As for the late Red 
Ingle he started as a reed men and he first came to my attention with the late 
Ted Weems and his Orchestra. He moved to Spike Jones whore Ms vocal and clowning 
became well-known on Spike's recording of "Chloe". Started his own klll^^y 
novelty group, "The Natural Seven" which recorded for Capitol records. He did a 
movie short which I never had the chance to see. Then in the early 50s came the 
Snaeder Telescriptions in which Red was now fronting a combo of trumpet, piano, 
string bass, drums and vocalist "Mlmi Lou". In this group they were re-doing much 
of the previous 'Natural Seven' hits. The group appeared on Mercury Records, one 
of which I have in my collection. During the middle fifties Jackie Gleason 
produced a name band show weekly with Paul Whlteman as M.O. Red appeared in Ted 
Weeme Orchestra" and with the current vocalist of Ted's, he sang his first hit of 
his own "Temptation", Thia was the last I had heard of Red until his death. If 
Mr. Mitchell is interested, "Blackhawk Films" of Davenport Iowa have been selling 
the used telescriptions and most of Rod Ingle' s have been available for about 
Jl.Sfi each plus postage...
